The Massachusetts feeders at this season 
of the year go into the country and engage 
lambs, wethers and ewes, to be taken in 
the fall at5 cents per lb. live weight, to 
be weighed when taken. This stands the 
seller in hand not to stint with short feed, 
as it is pounds he is selling. The feeder, 
on his rich Connecticut River farm, is sow- 
ing beets and turnips, and mixed grains, 
Oats, wheat, peas and barley on which to 
feed these lambs during next winter, and 
the farmers of Maine want to bear in mind 
that these intelligent, rich farmers, who 
have got their wealth fattening sheep, give 
it as their opinion that one bushel of roots 
is worth as much to fatten sheep and lambs 
asa bushel of corn.

We give however the record made by the 
champion cow Eurotisama, the Jersey cow 
owned by Mr. D. F. Appleton, Ipswich, 
Mass. She has just finished a year’s butter 
test resulting in 945 pounds, 9 ounces. ‘This 
beats the record and takes the crown from 
Tennessee’s great cow, Landseer’s Fancy, 
so long the champion butter moker of the 
world, with 936 pounds 1434 ounces to her 
credit. Mr. Appleton has promised to give 


the public the details of care and feed dur 
ing this wonderful performance. 


The total shipment of apples from the 
United States and Canada, for the year 
1889-90, was 680,884 barrels, as against 
1,401,382 barrels last year. Of the present 
season’s business, Boston shipped 135,293 
barrels; New York, 167,304 barrels; Mon- 
treal, 162,526 barrels; Portland, 122,739 
barrels; Halifax, 56,012 barrele, and An- 
papolis, 37,010 barrels. Of the shipments 
from Portland, 76,819 barrels were Maine 
grown fruit, and in addition, a large quap- 
tity of the Maine fruit grown in the west- 
ern part of the State, was shipped through 
Montreal, and still more from Boston. 
Shippers have had a profitable season, and 


80 have the growers.
